Gentlemen and Frienda:

We are very proud of our cattle market, especially,
when all other markets have broke badly on heavy re-
ceipts the first two days of this week, and our trade
and market is in excellent shape. We would call these
choice feeders or grass beef steady to strong, while
the medium grades are probably a quarter lower, On
Monday of this week the supply here was close to
21,000 head, but slipped back to 12,000 Tuesday, and
today about 6,000. There seems to be quite an ur-
gent demand from coumirymen for stockers and feed-
érs, as generally speaking, the grass is good and the
good comn crop is staring them in the face, and from
the way they are buying them, looks very much like
it Is their opinlon that this is going to be a good year
—providing some of these rotten politiclans dont'
make some bad laws.

Oorn Fed Bteers anywhere from steady to 26c low-
er, Aprime load of corn fed steers would no doubt
bring $18.50 on this market. On the Western Grass

the market opened Monday slow, but soon got ac-
tive and closed sirong, and as stated above, don't be-
lieve grase beef are any lower. The outside demand is
very good and they are competing with the packers
for the good heavy fleshy steers. Some steers from
western Nebraska sold for $15.50, welghing around
1280 pounds, We believe that Omaha has the best
market on the map, and also believe that the Inter-
State have a bunch of Hve-wires that use the right
kind of methods and system to handle this stuff in
the proper manner, Just come down and watch our
boye work.

Cows and mixed stock: There has been quite a lib-
eral sprinkling of cows and heifers in the receipts this
week, and while we would c¢ll the inbetween kinds
about 25 to 50¢ lower, or in other words, the kind
that have been selling from $7.560 to $9.00, the other
grades Such as the best fat cows and heifers and can-
pers not much change, There seems to be a good de-
mand from the country for wet cows and stock cows
and heifers, and this feature of the game has made it
possible for the sellers to hold up ‘the markct on this
grade. The Packers have been very reluctant in tak-
ing hold of the medium kinds at anything like steady
figures,

Stockers and Feeders: As we have nearly explain-
ed, the demand from the country has been very good,
and the choice kinds are steady, while all othérs show
a slight weakness, or fully 25¢ lower. We ~aiaer look
for the supply of cattle to be pretty heavy the next
gixty days, and it is a question whether or not these
prices which seem high will continue, We rather be-
lieve that the better grades of cattle will decline some
and, the medium kinds hold the riown. Don't forget
